South of th** gr^at theater of war of 
1881-’85, felt the shook of the conflict. 
Jacksonville was occupied four differ­ 
ent times by the federal*.

j poses of this occupancy, according to 
official reports on Ale in archives of 
th** War Department, were to keep 
th* 
St. Johns river 
open from its 
mouth to the head of navigation and 
to arm the negroes for service in the 
Union Army. 
The small Confederate 
force in East Florida in 1863 was com­ 
manded by Gen. Joseph Flusgan, 
On 
March 13, 1863, Gen. Finegan issued a 
proclamation here in which he aah! 
"I feel it my duty as brigadier-gen­ 
eral commanding this district to in­ 
form the people of th** district and of 
the stat** that our unscrupulous enemy 
has landed a large force of negroes, 
under command of white officers, at 
Jacksonville, under cover of gunboats. 
He L attempting to fortify th** place 
so ah to make it secure against at­ 
tacks. 
The purpose of this movement 
it* obvious and need not be mentioned 
in direct terms, 
it is sufficient to in­ 
spire the whole body of people with a 
renewed and sterner purpose of resist­ 
ance. 
I therefore call on Burh of the 
citizens* as can possibly leave their 
homes to arm and organize themselves 
into companies withinit delay and re­ 
port to me.” 
Gen R. Saxton (IT. 8. A.) in a re­ 
port to the War Department dated 
March 14, 1863, says: "The object of 
this expedition was to occupy Jack­ 
sonville and make it the base of opera­ 
tions for the arming of negroes and 
securing is this way possession of the 
entire State of Florid*. ’
